And a few days later it wrote :

fla railway, Eastern division ; the
congressional  proourer, whose business
was to plaoce the stook where it would do
the most good, * * * The crushing
fores of the exposuro has proved so terri.
ble that somebody had to be put forward
to lie ont of it. Of course the Neow York
Times wan ready. Mr. Blaine's friends
had better restrain his volunteer apologist.

That s pretty stiff talk for the Triloon
to turn tale upon in its present attitude
a8 Mr. Blaine'sdefender ; though it isnot
80 bad as it looks if it be true, as it is
stated, that it bas heretofore withdrawn
and apologized for its language as having
been used on insulliclent evidence. It
will behoove it now, however, to show
what the evidence was upon whieh it
spoke, thut the voters may form their
own opinion as to whether or no it
justified its language. Asthe Timey in
those days was Mr. Dlaine’'s de-
fender, it may be in)a position to
uncover the real truth about his connec-
tlon with this Leavenworth, Pawnee
and Western seandal ; although it may
be disposed Lo refrain from doing so, in
view of its former position as attortey
for the defendant.

While the position of these journals
shows how compietely men may reverse
arms, the present and past attitude of
the Sun shows the little stability of po
litical connection that has come to pre
vaill among metropolitan journals. The
Heralil has long been noted for its insta
bility, and its changes excite no surprise.
Newspapers claiming first clas) rank are
following its example, as theyv fud
themselves strong enough  to dely
the prejudices of their readers. The
New York 7imes 18 encountering this
obatacle to its independence now, and
will doubtless easily overcome {t us it has
been held under a pretty loose rein for u
long while. The 8w has an experience
of it also, in a modified way, becau-w of
its indifference to Cleveland, whom i!s
readers generally strongly adhere to. [
claims for itself perfect fresdom from
their diclation as to its opinions, wul
will be able to maintain its position if
ita opinions ave sound. It is a very = o0l
thing for the press to be tndependent, o
it Is at the same thme honest and wise

the chiolera has not got yet. The pele:
brated Dr Kooh, sent here by the Gorman
government, save that tho cholora will
spread all over Europe.  Meat has become
dearor on neconat of the greater demand
atid the fact that no cattle can come into
the eity without ucdergoing quarantine,
atd the latter 18 50 long that those having
live stock prefer to koep it at home., For
iustance, a shipload of chickens wore kept
in quarantine &0 long that the poor
chickens would have starved had the
awner not gone on board and fed them.
